On  U  July  19£ik  MAJ  observed  In  a  message  to 
MOSCOW:  "The  COMBINE  is  about  to  send  hone 
RUBIN,  GRIG OR IJ  and  someone  else  from  THE  TEN, 
We  assume  that  this  is  being  done  tjffi   In 
consultation  with  you  J,"  [ S/NBF/T8U j . 

On  2L  October  19^  MAJ  asked  MOSCOW  to 
sanction  the  employment  of  GRIGORIJ  in  the 
capacity  of  technical  liaison  worker  with 
DICK  and  BOB.   [S/NBF/T79). 

On  21  November  "\9Uh   MAJ  informed  MOSCOW 
that  GRIGORIJ  had  taken  on  DICK  [D*  In] 
technical  liaison,  and  added  that  [D^  before 
his  ( GRIGORIJ' a)  departure]  In  December  he 
would  take  on  likewise  ChEXh  {formerly  BOB). 
[S/NBF/T63].   This  had  been  done  by  5  December 
19^  [see  S/NBF/T22,  Item  7 J. 

Rote  that  DICK  is  Identified  as  Bernard 
SCHUSTER  and  BOB  as  Robert  Owen  MENAKEH. 

[ill]  VETROV:  possibly  Mifchajl  Sergeevich  VETROV, 
who  In  November  ^^kk  was  Acting  Head  of  the 
5th  (European)  Department  of  the  Ministry  of 
Foreign  Affairs.
